_"With Spartan absence of cere- 
mony., President Hoover transformed 
tils giant legislation into statute by 
affixing his signature yesterday eve- 
ning in the presence only of a secre- 
tary, less than rwo hours after the 
-firgt legislative step had been tak- 
en by the senate. 
—The majority of the new rates, ex- 
cises, tariffs, and stamD taxes •will 
go into effect in 15 days, or on June 
21. The treasury, will immediately 
prepare for their collection.

Regardless of the probable good 


of those who have carved the 


proposed plank' on prohibition for the 
Republican party there are big and 
fatal cracks in it. 


Too much time was wasted on high 


Sounding words. Too little time was 
spent upon mapping the exact pro- 
gram to be persistently and relentless- 
ly pursued. 


We could easily have been spared 


the statement that "the Republican 
party is a party of the constitution." 
So is the Socialist party for that mat- 
ter. 


Equally well might we have been 


spared the condescending platitude 
about the Republican party recogniz- 
ing "the honest difference of opinion 
regarding the Eighteenth Amendment 
and the right of the.people to pass up- 
on any portion of that instrument," 
There'are honest differences of opin- 
ion about most provisions of law but 
we have nothing else in our constl- 
tion against which 75 per cent of the 
people have desperately struggled in 
vain because parties and leaders like 
Mr. Hoover have hidden under the 
quilts. 


With the flourishes out of the way 


the question remains: "What does the 
Republican party propose to do about 
it?" and the platform committee re- 
sponds that it "favors the prompt re- 
submission of the Eighteenth Amend- 
ment to the people of the several states 
in accordance with the provisions of 
Article 5" of the constitution. 


That is far from a solution. That 


!s a muddle. The plank says nothing 
that we do not all know. As soon as 
we read Article 5 of the constitution 
we find that if the Republican party 
adopts this plank it will have led us 
into the jungle and left us alone and 
without a compass or a sandwich. 


Article 5 provides the several ways 


"of amending the constitution. There 
are two general courses. In the first, 
congress, by a vote of two-thirds of 
both houses, may propose amendments 
and designate whether the proposal 
shall be passed upon by the legisla- 
tures of the states or special conven- 
tions called to ratify. If congress takes 
no action the constitution can be 
amended only "on the application of 
the legislatures of two-thirds of the 
several states" which shall result in 
the calling of a convention for pro- 
posing amendments. 


The proposed plank is fatallj- defec- 


tive. It is not specific. It points no 
way out. It suggests no method of 


• meeting the people's will, either by 


repeal, modification, or some other 
amendment. It finds the prohibition 
situation all in confusion and it makes 
a few bright remarks, pats it on the 
head, and leaves it just as it found it 
—while the Anti-Saloon League roars 
Jwith laughter. 


Any political parry that really means 


business will specifically commit itself 
to a certain doctrine. With reference 
to prohibition the doctrine should be to 
so amend the Eighteenth Amendment 
es to return complete control of in- 
toxicants to the states. Why will not 
the Republican party pledge its mem- 
bers in congress to vote for a certain, 
specific, resolution altering the Eigh- 
teenth Amendment? It must know 
that h the really practical way to 
handle the matter. 


This proposed plank, regardless of

will receive the full approval of the 
Anti-Saloon League.

THE GROWING ARMY OF 


HITCH-HIKERS 


A social problem of moment is the 


growing army of hitch-hikers encoun- 
tered upon the highways. The roads 
are" full~of mushing pedestrians rang- 
ing from the tin can vagabond who 
wants no home, to the worthy bat un- 
fortunate citizens -having legitimate 
need for travel. 


Recently a traveler, motoring from 


Seattle south along the Redwood high- 
way, reported a rough count of 100,000 
hitch-hikers encountered on the way. 
Though this figure is no doubt excep- 
tional when compared with other lo- 
calities, it would indicate a national 
estimate of 1,000,000 trampers on the 
road as being entirely plausible. 


Kind-hearted motorists inclined to 


respond to the appeals o£ footsore 
-travelers are often in a quandary. Real- 
izing that many weary and homeless 
hikers deserve help, they cannot for- 
get the growing number of cases where 
motorists have been robbed of their 
money, their cars and some, even of 
their lives. The very fact that this 
vast and growing army of hikers mak- 
ing its way from place to place by rule 
of thumb, includes a small percentage 
of questionable characters^ makes play- 
ing the Good Samaritan a dangerous 
business. 


No rule for "sizing up" these way- 


farers is possible. The motorist con- 
fident of his ability to do so, is usually 
an easy victim. The dangerous crim- 
inal may be of innocent mien and col- 
legiate trappings may be had without 
going to college. 


Cruel as the advice may seem to 


some, there is only one safe way to 
treat a hitch-hiker. And that way is 
obvious. 


WHY DOESN'T IT WORK? 
Ten days ago the governor of the 


State of Hadilgo, Mexico, seized a ce- 
ment factory belonging to many people, 
principally English. It was appraised 
for taxation at $300,000. 


This was done under a provision of 


that state's constitution declaring that 
"all factories, industrial or commercial 
enterprises are considered as of public 
welfare and consequently as an object 
of expropriation for the public wel- 
fare." 


After the seizure the governor made 


the following statement to the press: 
*'The company contends that our ex- 
propriation law is unconstitutional be- 
cause it impairs the inviolability of 
private property. This conflicts with 
the modern conception of property and 
with contemporaneus laws. Property 
without limits would be tyrannical 
with respect*to individuals and an- 
archical with respect to society." 


Great language, that. But just ex- 


actly what does it mean or signify? It 
presents one of the many forms of so- 
cialism. It is a form of socialism that 
has been going on in Mexico steadily 
for something like 25 years. 


We do not know whether this is the 


specific cause or not, but Mexico is 
about the most backward state in the 
Western world, its people the most 
unhappy, itself a scene of constant 
conflict and turmoil, and the despot- 
ism that even a majority of the people 
may often inflict upon a minority, and 
not for the benefit of the majority but 
to their detriment and undoing. 


One would think, had he been at the 


recent Socialist convention at Milwau- 
kee that Mexico ought to be about the 
finest place in the world in -which to 
live.

THE SAVAGE RISE IN COST OF 


GOVERNMENT 


The Washington Post takes us to task for hav- 


ing said: "The District of Columbia is costing the 
government £47,000.000 instead of $13,000,000"— 
the latter figure being the cost in 1916. "This is 
an excellent example," says the Post, "of the mis- 
information distributed throughout the country 
respecting the relation between the District and 
the federal government," and it points out that 
the treasury pays but §9,500,000 of the total. 


The Xews had no intention of misinforming 


the public regarding the spread of the cost of 
governing the District nor did it do so. The S47,- 
000,000 is the nearest approximation in round 
numbers to the sum quoted by the director of the 
budget ia his estimate for 1932-3. Who pays that

ernment expenditures in the past 15 years, or 
since the "United States entered the war. For the 
increased cost of government, in the District con- 
gress is directly responsible, 3ust as it is for the 
increased cost of the Department of Agriculture 
and other branches of the federal service. If the 
well-intentioned editor of the Washington Post 
had read the editorial of The Xews with a little 
more attention, he would doubtless have seen the 
point.—Detroit Kews.

THE SMITH INDIAN CATARACT 


OPERATION 


IV. 


Col- Henry Smith, famous opthal- 


mic surgeon, had performed 35,000 
cataract operations on his patients 
in. India up to the beginning of the 
world war. He has taught his meth- 
od to hundreds of the world's lead- 
ins surgeons, who attend his clinic 
to learn the technic of his method. 
Here and there a progressive spe- 
cialist in this country follows the 
Smith method in operating on cat- 
aract, but the majority of oculists 
still use the older method. 
Far be it -from me to criticise the 


method of any ipari who can do any- 
thing at an to give cataract suffer- 
ers better sight. What I don't know 
•about eyes tOte vast libraries and 
maybe occupies deskroom in the 
rear of the village jewelry store. 
But I know a little about tonsils, 
varicose veins 
and hernias, and 


what I know about these things and 
their treatment leads me to suspect 
that our eye physicians are holding 
back on the Smith method mainly 
because they have not had the op- 
portunity to see it in. the hands of 
a master and to receive instruction 
from such a teacher. Ac any rate, 
that is the reason why many of the 
old timers have held back on the 
modern methods of treating infected 
tonsils, varicosf veins and hernias, j 


Tn the old standard operation for ' 


cataract the usual practice lias been 
to wait for complete "ripening" of 
the cataract, which means complete 
onacity of the lens and almost help- 
less blindness, and then to extract 
the lens usually in rwo operations. 


In the Smith Indian operation it is 


not necessary to wait for "ripening" 
—the most successful results are ob- 
tained "when the operation is done 
early, just as soon as the patient 
is unable to read >"g newspaper or 
do other close work. Incidentally 
the patient is in better general con- 
dition, -where the operation is done 
earlier. Moreover the Smith meth- 
od is comparatively simple and is 
complete in one srcting. 


One of the leading exponents of 


the Smith Indian cataract operation 
in this country is Dr. W, A. Fisher 
of the Chicago Eye, Ear, Xose and 
Throat College, -who makes his stu- 
dents do the operation on eyes from 
slaughtered animals. He remarked 
that if an apprentice has to give a. 
thousand shaves to qualify as a bar- 
ber, a man contemplating such an 
operation as cataract excision should 
first try it on a few bushels of an- 
imal eyes. Tn. 1913 Dr. Fisher per- 
formed 575 intracapsular cataract 
operations in Smith's clinic in In- 
dia, with only pus infections. He 
says there is even less chance o: 
pus infection complicating the oper- 
ation in this country because eyes 
are surgically cleaner here. 
Cataract is probably less preva- 


lent now than it was formerly in 
America, per thousand population. 
Better lighting of work, better care 
of the eyes and better fitting of 
glasses, and perhaps better lood and 
better care of general health are the 
reasons for this. In India cataract, 
is exceedingly prevalent, probably 
for the lack of all these advantages. 
If there is any special cause opera- 
tive there but not here, the ophthal- 
nologists do not tell us what it is. 


San Francisco eye surgeons (Drs 


A- S. and L. D. Green) find that 
patients have better vision after the 
Smith operation than they do after 
the ordinary operation and conclude 
that it is the ideal method for the 
removal o? cataract.

The poieon ivy vine is no respecter 


of persons, nor of places. It climbs 
over stonewall and hedge. It lurks 
in the grass and it snuggles at the 
foot of old trees and gray boulders. 
It is beautiful and it is dangerous. 
The children should 
be 
warned 


against it and taught how to avoid 
its mean effects. 


You «?"» tell the vine by its three- 


pointed, shiny leaves. In the spring 
they are usually tinted with reddish 
bronze. The vines have many little 
feet that cling to the stones and 
in the fall the old plants have 
bunches of -waxy, berries that are 
pretty and inviting. No wise child 
ever goes near them." 


I tried for a long time to find a.

is irritating in the extreme. It drives 
children into scratching and the 
scratching is likely to bring about 
an infection. Then, .too, if the ckin 
is broken by an insect bite and the 
child gets the. poison ivy rash the 
infection that results. is likely to 
give a lot of trouble. . It is easier 
to prevent these difficulties than-it 
is to suffer them.

Though he "was never a spectacular 
propagandist for prohibition, the dry 
forces, and particularly the Anti-Sa- 
loon league, regarded him as one of 
their greatest pillars. 


There appears to be no'record of 


any contributions by him to the An- 
ti-Saloon league after 1925. It was at 
about that time that he broke with 
the organization as result of irregu- 
larities exposed in the prosecution 
and conviction of William H. Ander- 
son, Kew York state, superintendent. 


Anderson served a prison term in 


1924 for third degree forgery and at 
that time. Mr. Rockefeller demanded 
a full inquiry into The affairs of the 
-league and in this connection he 
came to the support of Ra.ymond D. 
Fosdlck, who was In controversy 
with Anderson. 


He challenged Anderson's charge 


that he was the victim of a "wet con- 
spiracy," saying: 


If Mr. Fosdlck Is guilty of partici- 


pation in. any "wet conspiracy' I 
am guilty, too, for he has rep- 
resented me In this matter for 
two years, and I have fully approved 
of Ms every action and he has had 
and still retains my complete con- 
fidence."
